According to one etory this track 
wee, just as the train appreached, being moved down the siding, 
ard according to another it was moviog i="ward, impelled by the 
atrong breeze which was blowing at the time; but, whstever the 
cause, it is certain that when the passenger train reached the point 
where tbe eiding joins the main line the waggon was so near that a 
collision took place. The truck itself seems to have been caught by 
the engine and turncd over, and either the shock or a further col- 
lieion with tbe buffer of the track threw the firat carriage off tho 
rails, and this, fall of passengers, was dragged alang av far as the 
bridge, where it appears to have canted over, broken the coupling 
chains at the front, and the engine thus freed ran down to the 
station for assistance. Mean whil» the second carriege, moving at a 
good speed, was dashed sgairst the wheels of the overturned osr- 
riage in front, by which the whole of iis end was torn away, and its 
course diverted from the main lire towards the Loudon and North-

The Sport publishes tho f-llowing detaile relative to the o:re- 
moria! observ-d for visitors at the palace :— ^ 

u Bae guests aro invited by = letter from Ooust Baniocohi, ohan- 
berlalu to the Emperor, mentioning the baur of t'e special testo 
whioh is to convey them from Paria They «tart at hal'- pss: three, 
and are relieved from all anzi ts ^ ont their Joggee. The 
train arrives from Oompiegus at five colock, avd Court carriages 
are in waiting to convey the visitors to the place. In a room s-t 
spart for the ushers a tablet is set up reariog the rames of tho 
guests, aud indicating the apartment appropriated for each. Agscud 
ing the staircase, preæd:d by the domestica, the guess are received 
at the top by the marechaox co logis, snd then c »nduoted to their 
rooms. They make their toilet without loss of time, end we 
summoned at seven to dinner, when they descend into the 
grand reception room. ‘Tne Emperor and Enpresa arrive 
at a quarter past seven, and address words of oompliment 
and weloome to the pew comers. One of the prefects of 
the palace enters at baif-past seven, and annouaoces that dianer 
ie served, and all pass into the grand dining-room, ornamented with 
a fnll-sized statue of Qacen Horterse. Each person has a place 
marked at table, and fiuds coto by it ihe bill of farc. A military 
band performs doring the repast, which is cf moderate duration. 
At the close the Emperor offers his arm to the lady who sat near 
him, and the Empress takes that of the parsonage in a similar oosi- 
tion. The guests stand in Jine to let their Majesties paas From 
the dining-room all return to the grand drawing-room ; groups are 
formed, and the conversations becom? enims'ed. uster in the 
evening & ance to the piano is sometimes orgavized. The E npress 
takes ber placein a smaller room at the end, whioh thus becom s in 
a certaia measure private; she ie generally accompanied by those 
persons «ith whom she has been more particularly engaged in the 
courae of the day. Tea is served between ten and eleven. At the 
latter hour the Emperor retires, which is the signal of general 
retreat. Some persone, however, go t» thesmoking- room, and oth -re 
play st carde Iu the morning, the servant attaoocd. to eaoh visitor 
com: s to inquire whetber o: ff -e, chocolste, or tea is preferred before 
tho fficial breakfast Who first»ligh: repast is served in the private 
rcoms The guests weet at half past eleven fu the Cii: g-room for 
tbe general breakfast. No particular et'qae'te is observed at tuis 
meal, and avy costume is admitted. Tue Ewperor end Empress 
soon appear, and all eit down to table. Oa hunting days the eporte- 
men appear in the uniform of the chase." 

The success of "La Famille Bano'ton” at Oompiegne &pposra 
donbtfal. Previous to the performancs the Empress discussed the 
sa! joc* of the pley wih M. Sardou, avd expressed to bia her ap 
probation of his having devoted his talents to bolding up to viji- 
cule on tbe sta-e ite reprchergible extravsgance of tbe women of 
the present time. Her Majeety raid, “Last winter I sirove, by 
my example, to correot this pervisious tone of feeling by the 
marked simplicity of my own dress; this winter it willbe my atady 
to seoond the genercus efforta you maka inthe theatre.” Alier 
seciog the piece, however, her :isjesty said ebe did not consider it 
sa a correct picture of sooie'y, of which M. B:rdou had only eiveu 
tbe worst side. When the Jast axt had ben played the Emp ess 
wonld not enter the salon where M. Barcon waa, as she veicher 
wished to distress him by expressing her opinion, nor pay him a 
compliment in which she did not coincide. 


SPAIN AND CHILI. 

Tha Spanish Minister for F :c»igu Aff ira tas addressed a circular 
note to the repreeentatives of Spein at foreigu O urs relative to the 
war with Obili. {ho note approves the conduot of Admiral Pareja, 
aud s'a'es thst the reply of the Ohiliau Government to the first 
overtures of the Spanish adwiral procla?ed the possibility of any 
further negotiations, even under the mediaivu of the diplomatio 
body of Vslpara'so. Tne note renews tho ascurauos that Spsia 
does not aspire to tha conquort. of the Bonth Amoriosu repudlics, 
bot declares that ste will pot permit her digutty to be outta ed 
with ut exeoting satisfaction. 

The Nacion saye:—" l'ho mercantila intereste of France ia Onili 
aro not of suffiolent importance for ber to interf-re, avd her f. reign 
policy ig suffloently noble to canga her to prefer more gonerous 
int: rest to tbose of commerce. Kugiand acts otherwise.” 

The Progresista pariy have tesucd a manifesto, in which they 
Gcman* the followiug reforms :— 

“Indivi uel, civil, sud pol:tical liberty, great reánc'ions in the 
publio expenditu e, the absiition of the united duties and tbe reform

THE BELL HARRY TOWER, CANTERBURY CATHEDRAL 
Tae beaatifal engraving on onr first page, representirg the Boll 
Harry Cowerof Osuterbary Cathedral, is from a drawing mada by 
Wir Prederick “eckeuzio fur the Rev. Thomas BStrea' field, taken 
from the oity walls. 

Tre eathedral is a noble pile, and fc rms a conspicuous object from 
what-ver part of the city it may be viowed. The approson to it 
from tha street was formerly disfigured by & row of low, mean 
baildings. Theso hava been removed and a very fine view of 
nearly the whols goath front is now ohrained. It stands on the site 
of the cat^edral anciently fouuded by Bc Augustine, in c^nneotion 
with the monastery of Ohrist Oourob, establish. d by E:belber', 
King of K-nt, on bis conversion to Cnristisnity by Bt Aqgusisa, 
iu 597. ‘Cho ol'e,t pòrt of the present stracture dates from 1184; 
the nsve, cloister, aud o iapter-houre are two centuries later, daring 
the best period of the pointed ecclesiastical styla; the interior is 
very fine, and the sty!es of different ages skilfully aiaptad to each 
otber; tre choir is tne most spacious in the kingdom, aud the great 
stained wiudow accounted one of the finest The strnoture is of 
the oeaal oroci‘orm sbape, with a semi-circular east-e: d. and is 
513 feet in lecg'h inside, the central tower being 235 [aet in 
height; under tno whole is av old orypt or under oroft. 

The ancient oelebri:y of this cathedral is partly attributable to iig 
bsing aescoisted with the fi st establishment of Obristianity in Evg- 
ispd, but m ro e;pecis!]y to the murder of its famous archbishop, 
Thomae-a- B«cko:, at the foot of one of its el'ars, iu 1171. Bucket 
haviug bees osnopized, hie bones wera, in 1220. removed, with 
great pomp aud ex; «nao, from the uncer croft, where they bad pre- 
viously been Cepsited, to the Trinity Chapel, built for the purpose, 
The anuive sary of tho dey on which they were removed was celc- 
brated as & g e«t foativel down to tho Re‘ormetion; sud devotees, 
rot only fewa every part cf England, but of Europo, made pil- 
grimages to the shrine of the saint, to the enrichment both of ihe 
establishment and of the city generally. 

A eupso sed pilyrinage of this sort, such ss was then usual, vat 
maje tue medjam of a lively description of the chsrac ere «nd 
customs of h's day by the eariis«t of our great poeta; and bas hesu 
revdered famili»r to most of one eiders by the excellent engraving 
of Bto:hard's " Oasterbary Pilgrimage,” in which the characters 
described by Chaucer are admirably represevted. Erasmus, who 
gaw tho fano in undimicished spleudoar a ehort tima previously to 
its auniniation, zives a vivid account of its weal h and magvif- 
ono. In 1536 ho vever, all high fes'ivalg cocarring between July 
snd Seviember (which :nclud-d the chie! festival at Oauteroury) 
Were for iidcen on the ground of their taking people from the neces- 
sary Jatoure of harvest Bur this was merely a prelude to more 
cn:rgetto meseures; and in the following year Beoket was thrust 
vut of his place in tye catalo.ue of ssinie, declared to have beeu a 
tebe], hia bones bang at the same time burnt aud ecattered, &nd the 
treasury ot his shrine »ppropriated to eecalar purposes. 

Subsequently to this vigorous avd esalatary exercise of the pre- 
regsuve, the present collegiate establishment was ordeioed cou- 
sisting of z. dean, twelve onoĖe, six preachers, six minor osnons, 
acd viher eudordiusts; three of the prebendsrics being in tha gilt 
of the wrobb'shop tha rest iu that of the Crown. In 1643 cuu- 
siderable injary wes done to the cathedral in consequrnce of & 
psrliamentary order to purify it, and subsequently th» nave was 
conver:ed iuto temporary barracks fot Oromweli'a troops. Ou the 
Restoration, the choir wae refitted for divine service; a d now, for 
many years pest, cogsideraolo funds bave been annually devoted by 
the obap er to (he restoration and improvement of tais maguiüo-bl 
old siruotura, which contains many interestiug monumental re- 
mains ; amongst oth-rs, that of the B':ok Prince The di:cese of 
Oauteroury cousigts of the county of Kn: (with the excspttou of 
the oity and Gesvery of Roohester, aud of eight other yerieües, 
which last ere in the London dioo«se) and the parisbes of 
Oroydon aud Addington, aud district of Lambeth Palace, in tbe 
coun!y of Burrcy. -

TERRIBLE ACCIDENT ON TAn SOUTH DEVON BAIL- 


À LAMENTABLE Accident occurred on Saturday afternoon, close to 
the Corn wood Station on the South Devon Reilway. It was occa- 
sioued by the engine and several t'ucke dashiog off the line. The 
train to which ic befel was a contiuustion from Exeter of what is 
known as the fast goods trein from London, snd left Exeter at tən 
o'clock iu the morning, and was not timed to stop before Totnes. 
Tho train consisted uf oue eugine (the Hero), one luggage, nine 
tracks, and two break-vans, one of which was in the centre of the 
train and the other at the rear. The train vas. in charge of four 
persons—Joha Rowsall, engine-driver, sud Thomas Palmer, stoker, 
sud two guards ia separate vans, who were ophart. Ia due course 
the train would have passed the etetion at Cornwood, which is 
situsted bstween the Bletobford viadact and the Slade viadust; but 
at 215 pm, when the train was wi:hiu a dozoa paces of the station, 
the eugine and tive tracks, or rather wooden vans, tore up the per- 
manent way, and lesving the track, dashed into the embsukment to 
the right, aud became instantly & huge confused heap of twisted iron 
sud splintered timber. The engine, which was headed towards 
Pismouth prior to the accident, was sctaally hurled round almost 
Wi hia its own length, and lay upon ite back against the left 
emhavkment, with its front towards Newton The station- 
maser, Mr. John Sobsy—whose attention hed been attracted, 
firs: by hearing a break whistle, and then by the crash made by the 
*ooid«nt—hurried trom bis houts olore by. He and the few others 
^t hand beheld au azonising sight. Tho stoker wae crawling from 
bonoatu the wreok fearfally sostded.

case in his office provided for that purpose. The wa'o'mau for the 
night was Daniel Byrne, who went o: duty at ten o'clock, when, as 
we have already stated, Stephens was scoure in his osll, and nothing

I found this 
door open. It ought to have 
been shut. It was Byrne's duty 
to see that it wae shut and locked.

Ia the early part of 
the evening I saw that ali these 
doors were properly secured. I 
looked the wooden door, and took 
the key round to the governor, 
who afterwards, with Mangen 
and Byrne, accompsnied me to 
the door in which the false 
key was found. From that we 
proceeded to the cell in which 
Btephens hed been coufined. The 
doors through whioh we bad to 
psss were the wooden door lead- 
ing from the solitary cell yard to 
thv kitchen, whioh ought to have 
be ea secured by a latoh-lock, and 
which we found open; and the 
metal door on the top of the stair- 
case leading to the range in which 
Stephene was confined, whioh 
we: open also. This door I saw 
locked at eight o'olook the pre- 
vious evening, es I before men- 
tioned, and the door of the ovll ia 
which Stephens had been con- 


fined. This door wae algo open, 


sod the padlock which secures 
it on the outside was lying on 
the floor beside the cell door. 
There was s false key in tbe said 
padlock. The governor found 
this padlook and the falso key in 
my presence and in the presence 
of Mangan and Byrna. e then 
examined that portion of the geol 
in whioh the otver Fenian pri- 
soners were confined, and found 


it all right and seoure. When passing from the laundry yard to 
the reception yard we found the p*esage door looked. This door 
ought to bave been open to allow Byrne to pass on his rounds. It 
was locked I beard the governor ask Byrne when he passed 
through the door last.

CONDITION OF IRELAND.—INTERIOR OF AN IRISH CABIN. 


Mr. Williams then read an information of Mr. Dominick Mar- 
quess, the governor of the prison, to the following effect :—" I refer 
to the informetion of Mr. Philpotts, the ohief warder, and say that 
on the occasion in question, about half-past four o'clook in the 
morning of Friday, the 24th of November, I proceeded to the cell 
in which James Stephens was confined. He wes committed on the 
15th November, 1865, by John Oalvert Stronge, Esq., chief 
megletrate of the Dublin police, on a obarge of high treason. I 
found the padlock of ssid Stephene’s cell, by which it was secured 
on the outaide, lying on the floor beyond the cell door, which was 
open. The padlock contained the false key now produced. The 
cell door was open, and Stephens was gone. Said Stephens had 
escaped from the gaol. Byrne, the night watchman, who was the 
only prison officer in charge that night, was present. Asked hin, 
with reference to the door leading from the treadmill to the recep- 
tion ward yard, which was shut, when he had passed through it. 
He replied, ‘I went my rounde at three o'clock, aud found it open, 
end left itso.’ With the false key handed me by Mr. Philpott I

shut, and I found that the said key

during the year. The number of passengers killed or injured 
owing to their own misconduct or want of caution was, in Eogland 
and Wales, nineteen killed and six injared; in Scotland, two 
killed and none injured; and in Ireland, two injured— 
the total being twenty-one passengers killed one eight 
jojured during the year, against twenty-one billed and one 
injured in the year 1863. The total number of passengers killed 
and injured from all causes in 1864 on railways in the United 
Kingdom was thirty-six killed and 706 injured, ageinet thirty-five 
killed and 401 injured in the year 1863. If we disregard tho dis- 
tinction between killed and injured, and take both olasses togethcr, 
it will appear there has been a large increase in the year 1864. Of 
those killed by accident in the United Kingdom, there were 
fourteen in one year and fifteen in the next, but the injured rose 
from 400 to 698. The number killed more or less by their own 
fault is larger, and yet the number injured is unaccountably smaller. 
The report gives each case, with, as nearly as can be judged, the 
onuse of desth. How far these accounts are accurate we have ro 
moans of determining. There is, perhaps, & little too much zeal 
apparent to show that everybody who was killed or hurt suffered 
by his own fault.

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TERRIBLE MUTINY OF FRENCH SOLDIERS AT 
MARTINIQUE 

Tre official journal of tbe island states that the transport Allier 
anchored in the roadstead of Port de France on the morning of 
October 27:5, having on board 1039 men of the let and 3rd Regi- 
ments cf Z uaves Un the same ony the Var arrived from Mex«oo 
with 500 soiciers returning to France The Zouaves were landeo, 
as tbe veste! bao to undergo some slight repsirs, and they were 
arsigned Fort Desaix as their quarters’ Lhe governor had decided 
to allow the town to be visited by 200 at a time, aud, as the Aliier 
was to remain about a we-k in port, each soldier weuld thue profi: 
by the permission in bis taro. ‘The day afier their arrival, however, 
the Zouaves, not ocnteat with this rangement, cowded together 
round the principal gate of the fort, demanding with loud ories and 
menaces to go out in a mage. Captain Leconte, commander of the 
fort, then intervened, and, aided by tbe ; flivers of the men on duty 
there, endeavoured to &pposse the malcontents; but, not snoceed- 
ing, gave orders to Sub-Lieutenant Joumet to collect all the dir- 

able troops and place them in line before the gate of entrance. 
Ee then re:t;ed to write a few hasty lines to the governor. Dar- 
ing his absence, however, the outbreak assumed more serious 
proportions, the Z uaves taking up stones and hurling them 
against the soldiers on guard, while some had recourse to the 
firearms of the men in hospital, their own arms baviog re- 
mained on board the vessel. In this way Lieutenant Joumet 
was struck by a ball whioh broke his arm, a marine wae killed 
by a stot from a carbine, and, on the other band, two Zouaves 
were despaiched by bsyouet thrusts. Ospisin Leconte, who bad 
returned to the soene of action, finding nimselt forced, afier re- 
peated eff rta to repulse the assailants, to retire a little from ths 
gate, took up a position on tre slope outside, devermined to defend 
the issue st all hazards wish the few men under him. Twice tbe 
Zouaves attempted a sortie, and twice were repulsed by the bayonet, 
with loss sufficient to enable the captain to maintain his position 
till the arrive! of the suocour be had sent for. Oaptsin Basias, in 
fact, acting under orders trom the governor, had collected together 
at Fort Sc. Louis a first detachment of seventy-five men, and led 
them to Fort Desaix by the nearest route. Sub-Lieutenant Bon- 
vier was sent on io advance with twenty men to aid Oaptain 
Leconte, but with orders not to fire till the last ex remity. Tne 
Zouaves had, in the meantime, found an addiional number of 
fire-arms, and & qasntity of ammunition in the fort, and placed 
in ambuscade beuind tue rempart kept up & sharp fire on Osp- 
tein Leooute's compsny, whioh was sull! guarding the entrance. 
Oaptain Sasiac, who arrived shortly atter Lieutenant Bou- 
vier, wearied with fndiug bis men dropping by a fire 
which they were not allowed to return, at length gave the word to 
take aim a: all the Zoueves who were seen wih muskets, and this 
being done the fusillade soon became general. Tuo forces opposed 
to the revolt were now augmented by a detach ment of the crew ot 
the steam corvette Holaud, with a 4-poauder, and by a body of 
artillery with two ho viizers. ln tbe meantime Cap'aun Lawarcho, 
of the Var, pe. e:rated into tue mids: of the Z;.aves, and made en- 
deavoure to appease the rebellion. A short pause eneued, after which 
the mutineers made another desp-ra'e rush ai the gate, but wre 
repulsed by the troops. Tne cffücere felt that it was absolutely 
necessary to prevent at apy 008i the Violent irruption into the town 
Ot a set of men infuriated by drink and by the excitement ef the

established. On the 29.b the governor, in aócordanoe with what 
had been announced, proceeded whe for; and addressed the Boasves 
in émphatio language, declaring thet their fate was thenoefurth 10 
the haudg of Marshal Bozsine.

BATTLE OF OLONTARF. 
Now that so much attention 
is being paid to the doings of 
modern Irishmen, it will, 
doubtless, please our readers 
if we present them with a floe 
opgraving of su Irish historical 
subject, w: n" land had wa 
kings. It displays tbe ag 
Irish ioin engeged in 
mortal cox fliot with the Danish 
invedtre of his country at 
Olcntarf. Thomas Moore shall 
tell the story :— 

“ Having arranged bis order 
of battle, the veteran monarch 
wenthimeell among the troops, 
accompanied only by bis sou 
Morrough; and, addressiog 
them all, from the highest to 
the lowest, copjared them to 
summon up iheir utmost 
strength against the base con- 
federacy of pirates now before 
them. Fearing leat their con- 
fiderca in their «wn good 
fortune migbt be diminished, 
by missing from among them 
so many of those brave Dal- 
cassians who stood, in all 
emergencies, the brant of the 
conflict, he explained to them 
the importance of the service 
on which that aotive corps 
bad been detached. Then, 
reverting to the crimes and 
enormities of the Danes 
throughout the long period of 
their tyranny over Ireland, he 
reminded them how constantly 
and oruelly these swarms of 
foreign barbarians had em- 
ployed themselves in murder- 
jug the native kings and 
chieftaing, in spreading con- 
fiagration through all their 
casties and holy houses, laying 
prostrate the churches of God, 
and plundering and violating 
the rich shrines of the sainte. 
* The blessed Trinity,’ he then 
exclaimed, in e loud and 
solemn voioe, * hath at length 
looked down upon our sufler- 
ings, and endued you with the 
power and the courage, this 
day, to extirpate for ever the 
tyranny of the Danes over 
Ireland; thas punishing them 
for their innumerable crimes 
end sacrileges by the syen; 
ing power of the sword.’ On 
saying these words he exhi- 
bited tn his left hand a bloody 
crucifix, while in his right he 
waved triumphantly his sword, 
snd then exclaiming, ‘Was it 
not on this day that Ohrist 
himself suffered death for 
you?’ gave the signal for 
action.” 

The battle lasted, without 
pause or breathing, from sun- 
rite till dusk of evening, when 
the Irish drove their foes from 
the field.

MANSION HOUSE. 


Kevi\ AL OF AN Ancient OustomM.—Within the last few days a 
very ancient ouetom a: the justice roon, which had fsilen into 
cieuse since 1857, has been revived there—that of an officer of tho 
corporation, wearing an officiel robe, and carrying & staff «f office, 
eicoriipg the Lord Mayor daily from the Mansion House to the 
court, and announcing bim on taking his seat on the bench. From 
time immemorial this had been one of the ceremonial observances 
connected with the office of chief magistrate of the city; and it is 
understood to have been revived, not from any wish on the part of 
the new Lord Mayor (Alderman Phillip»), but on an express resola- 
tion of the Oourt of Aldermen, passed on the motion of Mr. Alder- 
man Wilson, and on the recommendation of their General Pu: poses 
Committee. The staff used in the ceremony is a very aucient 
symbol of dignity, and is scarcely less part of the insignis ot the 
corporation than the Sword and Mace. It is about seven fet high, 
and surmounted with a very massive representation of!@he Oily 
srme, in silver gilt, and the official robe of the usher is'quite in 
keepiog. t 

MAR GN or ExrEZZLEMENT.— William Eyre Arthur, a well- 
dressed man of 27, who had been arrested on a warrant by get- 
g(aot Michael Haydon, one of the City detective officers, was 
brought before the Lord Mayor, charged with embezzling two 
sums of £89 and £53 odd. Mr. Humphrays, solicitor, of Newgate- 
street (Humphreys aod Morgan), who conducted the prosoution, 
explained thst tho priton+r entered the service of Messre. Peek, in 
Rood-lane, City, in March last, as a commercial traveller, at a 
salary of £600 a year, and from that time to the 6th of November 
he was ooarged with embezzling several hundred pounds, the 
moneys of his employers. Asa traveller for the house he had a 
large district assigned him, of which Bristol was the centre, and 
his daties were to reocive orders for the firm and money, to send 
them « daily statement of the orders and money he had received, 
and to forward the sume daily either through a banker or by 
notes to his employers in London. He was one of the travellers 
employed by the firm, aud it was his duty to come to London 
pertodioslly for the purpose of balauciug his account wiih the 
cashier. He had been asked recently to come more than 
once before he came, and at lengtn he presented himself to 
the cashier on the 6th of November, and showed him a book made 
up to a certain point. The last entry in his book was the receipt of 
£120 under date of the 6:h of November, aud he intimated tuat be 
was willing to hand over the money, but that his letters having 
been addressed to htm at the Spread E.gle Tavern, which had been 
pulled down in hia absence, he would not receive them until later 
ín the day ‘he cashier replied that it would be sufficient if the 
balanos, £190, was paid bef ra the close o! banking bours. Tue 
prisoner then left, but did nct return as promised, Lor bad he since 
oslled, cut he had sirce sent his oash-»ook to the firm with a 
number of fresh entries of sums received amounting to about £/00 
more and debditing the firm with his salary, though not dus till 
the 30 h of this month Evidence was given as to three sums of 
£15 10s. 7d , £53 94 10d., and £25 17s. 10d, for whioh the prisoner 
had not accounted. Me Riog, for the defence, cross-examined the 
witaesses, but withont affecting their evidence. Tne prisoner was 
remended, the Lord Mayor declining to entertain an application by 
Mr. Bing to admit him to bail. 


BOW SLPbEET. 

Ticker or LEAVE LAW —William Johnson, & convict, who was 
liberated in May Jest upon s license under the 27th and 28th Vict, 
cap. 47, his original seutence heviog to expire in April, was charged 
with having failed to report himself at Oiarke's-buildinge Polioe- 
station, being the atation-nouse within the district of which he had 
been living, in September last. Sergeant O'Hara, E 19, stated that 
ou the prigover’s liberation in Mey last, and at the expiration of 
each month upto August, the prisoner duly reported himself. In 
Soptembor be made no report, and, aocordiog to the usual practice, 
inquiriss were made at the place he had last lived. Tne officer who 
called was informed by the prisoner’s brether that he was in the 
hospital suffering from the effects of an injury which he had re- 
ceived while working at hie trade, whioh ig that of a farrier. The 
brother, however, cou'd not say which hospital he was in. On 
Saturday last the prisoner calied at the station to report himself 
Witness said, *' How is it you did not come before? I muet detein 
you” The prisoner gaid, “I oao" help it.” He also seid he had 
been in the hospital from the effect of an accident. Witness asked 
him if tnat wag the truth, and if it would bear investigation? He 
replied, “ It is of no use deceiving you. I heve been five weeks on 
the tramp Bat I bad been a short time in the hospital.” Wiese 
detained him. The prisoner said he had been @% work since his 
liberation at certain farriers, whom he named, bat his accident oo- 
curred when he was doing au odd jvb in the street, by the Islington 
Cattle Market, for a men whose horse had caet a shoe. After being 
& short time in the hospitel he went on the tramp trying to get 
work. As a sergeant had oslled on his brother, and had been told 
that he was ia the hospital he thought it was all right. Mr. Vaughan 
said even if all this were trae Me ought to have reported himsel! 
when about to leave the digtriet. So fer he hed certainly not ful- 
filled the conditions of his’ " At the same time the fact that 
he presented himself at whation-house on Saturday certainly 
looked like bona fides. H. mau had been getting bis living 
honestly it would be a qui ar the consideration of she commis- 
sioners whether the matter Ought to be pressed; whether, in fact he 
ought to be incarcerated for 8 slight dereliction of duty. The pri- 
soner was remanded. 

WESTMINSTER. 

ALLEGED THEFT BY À BOLDiER.—John Moffat, & private in the 
Grenadier Guards, was gharyged wito stealing S end à gove- 
reign from & marine. Roberts, priyatesRoyal Marines, on 
board the Spiteful, off Woolwioh: I was in company with prisoner 
ou Sunday night, in Westminater, about six o'olock, in æ publio- 
house. I was with him am hour and a half with & comrade of mine, 
Wilson. I was sober. We wore in the stréet, I and the prisoner, 
and Wileon two or three behiad us. We stopped and looked 
round to talk to Wilson, and he put hie hand into my trousers pocket 
and took the purse and & sovereign out of my pocket. He imine- 
diately ran away with it. I took it out to pay for come ale in the 
public-house, and he saw it. We ran efter him, but could not catoh 
him, and a policeman stopped him. The consiable brought him out 
of a house three or four homrd afterwards. It was & portemonnaie 
with an elastic band. It was a sovereign in gold, nothing else. 
The prisoner denied the charge altogether, He ssid he was in 
Chelsea Barracks at six Q'olook, and never saw the prosecutor. 
Prosecutor swore positively to the prisoner as being the man. John 
Wilson, another o; who was in company with Roberts, ssid: 
We were in compeny with two Guardsmen, aad the prisoner came 
lo afierwerds We went up the etreet, and Bober:s turned to sprak 
to me, and he made a dive into his t amd ren up the steet 
We loat sight of bim. Jam certain he is the man. He told me hie 
name in the public-house. ` George Prudent, 221 B: About 10 15 1 
was in Peter-street, and sew & soldier and & mub following another 
soldier. I ran after bim and lost traces of him. 1 soou saw him 
sgain, and the prisoner was stopped m New Lothilkgtreet, West- 
minster H, gave the name of Johnson, aud offered to go to bar- 
Tacks with me. I koked at bis shirt, and there was the name 
“Moffatt.” The crowd said he was the wrong man. About 230 
this morning I went to a coffee-house in Great Ohspel-street, and 
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found prisoner in bed and charged him. He had 164 644, in his 
possession. He was remanded. 


CLERKENWELL. 

Extensive ROBBERY F8OM THE Sr. PAN RAS ĪRONWORkS — 
Joseph Merrydew ond William Merrydew, father and son, reading 
at 5, Spane-buildiogs, Somers-town, were charged before Mr. 
Barker with stealing a large quantity of iools and other articfes, 
tbe property of Mesers. Ooitam, engineers and ironfoanders, of the 
Bt. Pancras Iron Works, Bt. Pancras-rosd. Mr. Ricketts appeared 
for the prosecution, and stated thas the prisoners were employed 
at the works, and on Monday night the ooy was watched a. d taken 
into custody with a bundie of rods in his possession. Oa his resi- 
dence being sesrcted nearly & oartload of goods belonging to 
the prosecutors and some tools belonging to another firm where 
he had worked were found Mr. Marapall, the prosecutors’ fore- 
man, and a police-constable having corroborated the avove state- 
ment, Mr. Ricketts said the elder prisoner had previously been 
sentenced to fqur years’ penal sei vitne for felony. The prisoners 
said they should reserve their defence. Mr. Barker remanded them 
for a week, and refased bail. 


MARLBOROUGH STREET. 
A FooLisn Fiusksy.—James Brown, a respeotably dressed 
young map, describing himself as a servant, of Maze-buildings, 
Greenwich, was charged before Mr. Tyrwhitt with behaving in a 


disorderly manner at the entrance of v" London Pavilion, Tich- 


borne-street. Police-constabie Harris, 77 O, said that on Saturday 


night the defendant was turned out of tie London Pavilion Music 
Hall in conseqdenoe of his behaving im a very foolish manner, he 
having fastened on his face an enormous moustache and a pair of 
whiskers, which attracied the attention of every one. Tne de- 
fen:aut, when turned out, refused to go away, and on his (witness) 
requesting him to leave, he ssid he certainly should not, and be- 
haved io such a disorderly manner that a large crowd of persons 
assembled. He was therefore obliged to take him into custody, 
and on the way to the statioa-house he offered him money to let 
him go, as he was afraid he would loge his place. The defendant 
said that when be put the whiskers and moustache on ia the hail 
he thought there was no harm in it. The only person who feit 
annoyed was the proprietor, wbo turned him out, and all he did 
was io try to get bsok to his friends. mir. Tyrwhitt said the defeud- 


ant had committed an act of consummate folly, and the proprietor 
of the hall was perfeotly right in turning him out. The detendant 
bad further continued his fully by not going away when desired by 
the constable. As he considered the looking-up the defendant had 
undergone would do him some good he should discharge him.

ST PANCRAS AND THE OakuM SHsD.—A BCENE AMONGST THE 
PICKERS —A young woman was charged on 8 sammores beture Mr 
Yaritey witn makiug use of sbasive aad threatening language to- 
wards John Sheppard, the superintendent of the oakum shead of Bt. 
Pancras situato iu R beris-mews, dampetead-road. I'he prisoner's 
name is Sarab Oately, and the elavorate way in whioh she was 
dressed for an oakum picker surprised every one in court. Her 
bonnet was new, made of Tuscan straw, triamed with light blue 
ribbons, aud adorned in front with a couple of large red roses. Her 
dress was of new print stuff, highly starched, and worn over a 
stupendous oriuoline. Aroucd her throat she had a new red neck- 
tie. Her shawl, which was & drab coloured cloih with a gorgeous 
plaid bo: dering and fringe, was valued at about 20s.—altogether, & 
“ filtiog” thas mechanics’ wives of superior means cannot 
stand to. Sheppard gave his evidence, in which he ssid he 
was the superiotendens of the oskum shed. ‘The defendant 
and other females came there with their tickets from the 
relieviog officer to plok oskum. She wes too late on the 
morning he alluded to (Mondey week), and was told so. 
She then became most &ousive towards hiw, and threatened to have 
his life, and oslied him severa! filthy epithe. Mr. Yardley: Is she 
ove ot your regular oakum pickere? Ovomplainant: She is. Mr. 
Yaroley: What does she earn atit? Ovompisinaot: She earns ls 
before dinuer time. Mr. Yardley: I could scarcely have credited 
from her flaunty dress and mauuer that she was an oskun picker. 
Judging irom ner appearence | should think that she had not been 
there aince the Sammons was served upou her. Oomplsinant: She 
has been there every day since se usual l am in ivar now thet 
when I leave the court her companions will do me some isjury. 
There ere a lot outside now who say they will do for me if any- 
thing is done to the prisoner. John Palmer, assistant in the shed, 
said he heard the defendant call the superintendent s vile name 
(mentioneo). Defendant: Oa, I did not oail nim thet; 1 called him 
another. Mr. Yardley: Then what did you ca'l him? Defendant: 
Well, totell the tru.h, Lcalled hiuaswine Mr. Yardiey: Lhat every 
bad. Defendant: 1m notthe only one that used bad Jaoguage in the 
shed. Mr. Yardiey: Pnst being so, there ie more reason that an 
example should be made to deter o;hers. Defendant: | have wit- 
nesses. Mr. Yardley: Oall them. The witnesses were out of 
coart. Maria Bradshaw deposed: Last mouday the superintendent 
kept us out of work, and we had to get fresh tickets. As to bad 
lauguagé, there wag none whatever. Mr. Yardley: Then you 
wouid be greatly astonished it she has admiued having made uge 
of bad sanguage? 1 did not hear any. Mr. Yardiey: You did not 
hear her call nim a swine?  Wituess: On, no, I didn'& hear it. 
Mr. Yardley: You stand down. Eliza Smith: Í was in tbe oskam 
shed at the time, and did not hear any bad language It would 
puzzle any one to hearanytbing. Mr. Yardiey: Were you there

Ann Sammers, an aged women, said: I am overlooker 
of the wards, acd this morning when I desired this girl to work, 
she refased, threatened to beat m old head in, and afterwards 
she broke five panes of glass. Mr. B«fford (o'erk): What was the 
work she refused to do? Witness: Ooly scouring aud sweeping, 
sir. Magistrate: Why don't you get ber a situstion out of doors 
esa servant? Mr Haydon (superintendent of labour at the work- 
house): Bir, she has bad opportunities of doing well in more than 
one place of service, bat she will not keep them. .A great many of 
the girls turn out bad after leaving us; tho lar guage of this one is 
moet dhameful and disgusting sgistrate: Why did you leave 
your last place, girl? Did you do wrong? Where are your faiber 
and mother? Defendant, who had not answered the first and se- 
cond question, burst into tears on hearing the third, and leaned on 
the rail of the dock, and when it was repeated, sobbed out, "I 
bav’n't acy.” The inquiry as to the cause of her leaving her situa- 
ticn was then renewed, end it appeared that she bad greatly mis- 
behaved herself after steying ouly three weeks. She, however, 
promised to be a good gir! if svotber place was obtained for ber. 
‘The constable in charge of the case said that her language was 
dresdfal. Sne admitted breaking the windows, and paid that she 
would do so sgain. Not any oue could tell why she did it The 
msgistrate remarked that such misconduct must be punisbed. She 
appeared determined on going to prison, and he would send her for 
tbree weeks. ‘Lhe gir), who had rot once comed sobbing, was re- 
moved, sill doing a. 

DESPERATE ATTEMPT AT BUICIDE —William Smith, 30, was 
charged with an attempt on his lie by cattlog hie throat Ball, 
one of the warrant cfüoers of thie court, said: On tbe 26th of 
August last, while passing slong Pcloam-sireet, Spitalfivids, at 
nine o'olook in the morning, 8 Jad told me that a man bad attempted 
to kill himself at No 15, to«re. 1 entered the house, and traced 
blood to an upper rcon, the deor of which being locked I broke 
open; prisoner was standing leaning with one nand on the mantel- 
ned and the other on & ohair beck; there wasan immense quantity 
of blood on the floor between tne two, I should say about a gallon, 
for it was several inches in height. The man had nothing on but 
his shirt, trousers and stockings. I laid him on the bed with his 
face upwarde; & terrible wound was perceptible on the throat; I 
tied something round to stay the flow of blood, and Dr. Ohemp- 
neye, whom 1 had sent for, arrived almost immediately and dircoted 
instant removal to the hospital. Prisoner could not utter a word, 
and has been there up to the present time. Hie brother geve him 
into my custody. l produce the knife (e rather large clasp knife 
covered with blood), whion I found lyiug on the pile of blood I 
spesk of, apparently as though it bad dropped from tbe hand. The 
prisoner's brother, wbo isau undertaker, in ¿answer to questions put 
by the magistrate, expressed his firm conviction tha: the ect in 
question had been commuted under the influence of ealousy, 
a *ekened in the firet inetavos by Mrs. Smith's habit of remaining 
trom home late at night. Prisoner, although he bas been exactly 
three mouths in the hospital, is yet unable to speak, aud probably 
may never be able. He has two tubes in his throat, through which 
he oreathes, and the neck is firmly bandaged. Hw brother's bail in 
£20 and bis own in £40 were accepted for $ future appearance. 


THAMES. 

HORRIBLE BnaurALITY.— William Singer, a middle-aged man, 
was charged on remand by Mr. W. Love, the obtef offloer cf the 
Royal Society for the Prevention of Oruelty to Animele, with un- 
lawfully and meliciously wounding a herse Mr. Oharles Young 
conducted the prosecution ; Mr. Gomm defended the accused. Oa 
the 24:h of February last the prisoner wae in the service of Mr. 
Edward Abbott, cowkeeper and contractor, of Limehouse, who had 
recently purchased a blind horse which wasa '' jibber end a sorew.” 
Lhe horse was yoked to a von onthe sbove-nawed dey. 1t would 
not draw, and was jibbing. The prisoner used very di-gueting 
language about the borse. He ordered a man named Williaw Per- 
king, aiso iu the employ of Mr. Abbott, to make & brending iron two 
feet in length red hor, and seid be would make the horse draw. 
The iron was made red hot and the prisoner took itin bis right 
hand, pulled the tail of the animal aside and thrust the iron into 
the animai’s body, where he kept it a minute or more, burning the 
anime! moet horribly. The horee was seen by Mr. Sterne, veteri- 
nary surgeon, on the 4th of Maroh, and he ordered it to be destroyed. 
Toe prisoner absconded, and although the Royal Society offered & 
reward for his appreheusion he eluded tbe search mede for bim 
until the 15ih of the present month, when he was arrested in Oam- 
.erwell by Abbott, a polios-consiable, No. 322 K, to whom he ad- 
mitted bis guilt, and said, " I was druok when I did it; I suppose 
I am down for two yesre imprisonment.” The magistrate could 
not act summarily oa the warrant obtained in March, because more 
than six monthe had elapsed since the commission uf tbe offence, 
and Mr. Love, acting on behalf of the Roysl &oole'y, charged him 
with s falopy. Mr. Gomm stated from Mr. Abbott that the prisoner 
had acted humanely to castile and horses for fifteen yesrs, while in 
his employ. Perkins was asked why he did not prevent the prisoner 
commitsing such an atrocious aot, and he replied, *' He wes my 
foreman ; he might have disobarged me." The megistrate censured 
Perkins, and committed the prisoner for trial.

Ox Sunday evening an accident, terminating fatally, happened at 
the F.nohurch-street Terminus of the Blackwall Railway. The 
engines for the Blackwall and North London service wait just out- 
side the station beyond the platform for the incoming train, whence 
they proceed into the terminus and are attached to the carriages. 
fhe engiue for & North London traio, which was to leave at 7 15 
pm, waa standing in this position, and the driver, David Anderson, 
an old servant, baing goas round hig engine and oiled it, had sat 
down on a seat by the Tilbary side of tne line, and hearing the Blaok- 
wall train coming in, he proceeded to cross the ralis for the ie of 
taking his engine into the station to take out the North London 
train. Unfortunately in doing so he did not observe a North Wool- 
wich bralo, which was also approsching the station, and upon the 
seme line of raile which the poor fellow was attempting to orcas. 
Ia a moment the North Woolwich engine struck the unfortunate 
man down, and the whole trein passed over him, death being in- 
stantaneous His remains were found to be shockingly mutilated. 
The deceased had been many years an engine-driver on some of 
the metropolitan railways, and was much respected. 


ALLEGED SALE OF AN ENGLISH GIRL. 


Mucn sensation has been caused in India by an English girl of 
foarteen years of age having been sold to the chief ef Bnatwa, fa the 
Ka'ty war territory, to be placed in his harem. He is said to be 
s: venty years old, and to have bought ber of her parents fo 8.000 
rupes (£300) The following particulars ere from the Delhi 
Gazette of Ootober 21 :— 

“ it appears that a certain chief, who holds sway in the State of 
Bhat wa, in the Kattywar territory, aod who is named Khamaldeen 
or Kumaloodeen, lately conceived a desire to add to the live stock In 
bie harem, althougt bowed down by tbe weight of seventy years, 
by proouting an English girl and inducitg ber to take up her re- 
sidence within its sacred preoinots. For this purpose emiesa'ies 
were despatched to Abmedabed, where lived an Euglishman with 
his wife and children. They were a dissolute couple, by all 
scoounta, and of course had long rubbed skirts with poverty; yet 
they had something which the wealthy chief of Bhatwa did not 
possess. They had au English girl, their daughter, ramed Anne, & 

irl of about fourteen years of «ge, and the Bhatwa emisesrles bav- 
Es looked about them, and asosrteined the resources of the plaoe, 
at once determined to make the perents an offer for the person of 
their daughter. The sum of 8,000 rupees was the tempting bait 
whioh was to maze them drive their little fish into the Nawab 
of Bhatwa's net, and the experiment snooeeded. The father 
egreed, for and ín consideration of 8,000 rupees, to consign 
his daughter for her life to the tender care of Kumaloodeen. The 
bargain haviog been struok, the contracting parties made the best 
of their way to Bhatwa, where the money was to be paid and the 
goods delivered. Arrived st their destination, this obild of foar- 
teen, the offspring of English parents, and & daughter of a Christian 
Ohuroh, wee handed over to her purchaser, and the delioate- 
minded parents became the happy possessors of 8,000 ru At 
this stage of the proceedings, a clergyman, the chaplain of Rojkote, 
to whom the circumstance was reported, tried to interpose between 
the unnature! perents of Anne and her brutal purchaser, by calling 
upon the politics! agent of Kattywar to exert his authority and 
rescue the child from the destruction to which body aad soul, ehe 
was doomed by her natural guardians. Oar correspondent does not 
vouch for the trath of the report which has reached him touching the 
action taken by the political agent in the matter, but what he says 
is, that Aane, after she had me the nawsb'e property, was 
solemnly made to abjare the errors of the Ohristian Ohuroh and 
forma!ly received into communion with the followers of the true pro- 
phet. The political officer, it ie said, deputed his jamsndarto be present 
at the ceremony, and thie functionary brought him a full and par- 
ticalar &cooant of all that tock place on the ocossion. The next step 
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taken in regard to the ohild wes (o marry her after the Mahomedan 
fashion to her purchaser, but before this interesting ceremony (whioh 
we believe, ie not regarded quite in the light of & sacrament by the 
sovs of peace) was performed, the political officer is reported to have 
caused the youthfal bridegroom, just torned seventy, to draw up a 
marriage settlement, by which the new light of the harem is secu «d 
in the possession of an income of 2,000 and odd rupees per annum 
inclading an item of thirty rupees for pen and sooparee, which may 
be looked upon as an equivalent for pin money. The politica! sgert 
however, was noi satisfied with this provision for the preseat wants 
of Anne, and being a far-sighted man he took care to seoure ber 
against any unpleasant accident, such as desertion, for instance, 
that might happen in the fature. He caused another deed to te 
drawn up, by which it stipulated that, in the event of her being at 
any time banished from thet blessed abode of virtue, the harem, ene 
is to receive, for the term of her natural life, the handeome allow- 
ance of 250 rupees per mensem, or 3 000 rapees per annum.” The 
Delhi Gazette does not vooch for the truth of the statements in itc 
correspondeant’s letter, which deeoribe the part taken by the political 
agout. 


WEALTHY ORGAN GRINDERS —At a meeting of the Middlesex 
megistrates, Mr. E. W. Halewell, before the report from the 
visiting justices of the House of Oorreotion, Ooldbsth-flelds, was 
disposed of, drew the attention of the court to the case of two 
Italian organ griaders, committed to thet prison from Olerken- 
well Polics-oourt for begging. One of them was Augutiri 
Guytani, committed for fourieen days, and on being searched 
the following money was found upon him:—£13 lls. 34. in 
English money, and ten gold coins, viz, two French coins of 100 
francs each, two Tatan coins of about equal value each; one 
French coin, value fifty franos; three Frenoh coins, of twenty 
france each ; and two ditto of ten franos each.

6d. iu English money, and forty-three gold 
coins of the value of twenty francs esoh. Those large sums of 
money would be returned to them at the expiration of their 
sentence, but & portion would be deducted for their maintenance.

THE CATTLE PLAGUE. 
Ox Monday afternoon an inflaential deputation from the commit:oe 
of the Farmers’ Olub waited upon Sir George Grey, for the purpose 
of laying before him the views of the club upon the osttle plague, 
The deputation was introduced by Mr. O 8. Head, M P. for West 
Norfolk, aud amongst thoso present were:—Mr. Robert Leeds, 
chairman, and Mr. H. Corbet, secretary, of the Oentral Farmers! 
O'ub; Mr. Owen Wallis, Northampton; Mr. Dumbrell, Sussex; 
Mr Oousemskor, Surrey; Mesers  Oharles and James Howard, 
Bed ord; Mr J. Thomas, Bede; Mr. J. G. King, Berkshire; Mr. 
W. J. Brown, Wilts; Mr. Matthow Reynolds, Bede; Mr. Carter, 
London ; and Mr. Marah, Kent. The following memorial, which 
had been adopted at a meeting of the olub was read to the 
Home Beoretary: “ That, in consequenos of the continusnce and 
gradas] extension of the cattle plague in this country, your 
memorialists would respeotíuly submit, that for the next 
two months, say from Deosmber lst, 1865, to February lst, 
1866, all traffis ín cattle be prohibited, saving only in the osse 
of fat stock, as sent t» market for immediate slaughter. 
That all fat osttle thus exhibited in any market be not permitted to 
again leave tho bounderies of any such city er towa whereia the 
market is held; but that these animale be there slaughtered within 
eight days. And farther, that all foreign beasts imported be killed 
for food at the port of disembarkation immediately oa thelr arrival, 
or within such reasonable time as may allow of their sale to the 
butcher. That all fat oattle be marked or brauded before leaving 
any market, sad that & similar brand be made on all beaste bought 
privately or slaughtered in tha couutry previous to these leaving 
the farmer's premise, uuder a prusity of — for every animal 
removed without such marks being affixed, and this fine to be re-

TERRIFIC FIRE. 
A rire broke ont on Monday aftoraoon in the range of premises 
belonging to Messra Price aud Gosnell, perfumere, situated in Three 
Kivg-coart, Lombard-street, a passage abou: 7} fest wide Tao 
mo neat the alarm was given it becamo apparent that unless the 
fire could be essily extinguished a fearfal conflagration woald eusus, 
The shops aud show-roomq of tho fira were at least from eighty to 
100 feet long, and they wore titted up most exponsively with ahow- 
glasses, im nense vessels filled with scents of every desoription aud 
of the most expensive character; whilst the show-glasses wore 
stooked with some thousand cu; orystal bottles, tip with gold 
and silver, and filled with valuable scents. At the end of the show- 
rooms and warehouses were the fancy somp-boiling houses. The 
stock in this part of the prem!sos alone, it is ststed, was worth some 
thousand pounds sterliog ; the whole has been destroyed exept 
the large boilers. At the tine of the outbreak there were 
between thirty and forty malo and female wockpeople iu 
different parts of the premises, snd in tho offices of Mesers Au- 
drewe and Atkins, immediately opposite, ceeds and doou ments, re- 
presenting, probably, over @ miliion of money, were deposited. 
These appeared at oae time doomed to bə destroyed; bat the 
managing clerks, Messrs. Walker, Miller, and others, gathered up 
all the books ani documents an! placed them in the patent reliance 
fire-proof iron strong rooms, aud iu coosequenoe not 8 book or deed 
was injured by either fire cr water. Messrs. Oarman end Pearie'a 
(shipping agente) premises form a portion of the bnilding, end as 
one of the proprietore was reading a newspaper his attention wae 
attracted by au unusual glare of blae light. Upon lookiog up he 
heard a cry from some ono ia the premises of * Fire," and '' For 
God’s sake sav: your lives.” In a minute or 80, Mrs. Laurne, the 
housekeeper, jumped out of oae of the upper windows, and, fortu- 
nately, tho only injary she sustained was epraiping her ankle. 
Many of the other inmates, and especially a joang ohilj, 
were unable to descend from the floors above, but were 
happily brought down a ladder procared by the neigt- 
bours, aud recsived no injury. Captain Shaw, and a great 
number of exoerienced offisers of the firr-brigede, soon 
arrived, bringing with them six of Baend, Mason and o's 
land g:eamərg, acd meny manual and parish engines. Tho 
firemen had much diffisalty to contend with in consequence of the 
narrownogs of the place, and were exp»sed to much danger, à* the 
flames ac uslly touched theic helmets at times Men were set to 
watch the walls, as they were expected every instant to fall, aud 
ever and anon the atariliog ory was raised, Keep clear, the walls 
ara comiog down!” Forcanately, although several small portions 
fell, no firemen nor avy one eiae was injured The firemen kept 
well to theic work, sad were enabled to prevent the flames from 
extending beyond the premises of Mr. Malenoir, a tailor, snd thet of 
Mesers. Allioson and Branon, in ths same court. Beyond those 
baildiuge and the oae in which the fire commenced, no serious 
damage has been done except tho breaking of side windows in the 
adj ining houses, but had iv not bəən for the services of the land 
steamers and the perseverance of the ficemen many of the houses 
must have been levelled with the ground. The amount of loss i$ 
roughly esti:neted at seversl thousand pounds. Three children in 
one of the back houses were eaved ia & most remarkable manuer, 
ind carried down a ladder by one of the mea living ia the neigù- 
ourhood.

iARDENING OPEBATIONS FOR THE WEEK 
FLow&R GanRDEN.—Prooeed to carry out all alterations and 
planting in favoarable weather. Give the ground plenty of muloh- 
ing Give auriculas plenty of air; bat proteot from rain or frost 
Piant oroouesg, hyaciaths, jonquils, and other balbous roots with- 
ont delay. Loo over beds of heartsoase aud pinks after rain and 
frosts and tigb:en tho:e which may be loose at taeir rocts. Plan; 
the hardiest kinds of herbaceous planta ia mild weathor. See that 
the roots of rananoaluses are kept perfectly dry. Plant roses in 
mild open r7ea'her. 
Kircagw Garpex —Osnuliflower aud le:tuc3 in frames, to get 
them stocky, should have all ‘he air possible, and only protected 
from sharp frosts or heavy rain. Continue to poi herbs and plant 
them in a gentle heat. Peas aud beans, if not done last week, 
should ba sowa at onos. In former sowing: as they eppear shove 
ground, draw earth carefally round them. Plant rhubarb and sea- 
kale in pots or boxes, and placed in a corner where there is heat 
and darkness. Look over stores of potatoes, aud remove all that 
are divessed or mouldy. Those in pits, if showing no signs cf 
fermentation, sboald bo finally earthed over for the winter. 
Fruit Garpsx.—Koot pruning should be coutioued in favour- 
able weather; also the planting of young trees. If the soil iə old, 
give esoh tree & good portion of fresh loaming soil or iarfy loam 
about ite roots. 


Tus Hours or EmrLoymȚmeEsT on RAILwAYs.—Oa Monday, Dr. 
Lenkester resumed sa adjourned inquiry at the University College 
Hoapitel, on the body of Jemes Olark, a shanter oa the London 
sad North- Weetoru Railway, who vas killed whilst shunting a 
truck by means of atura-table Tho particulars have already ap- 
peared, and need not be recapitulated, as the question involved was 
not the immediate cause of the accident, but tae num^or of hours 
the man had been at work, it having brea alleged that tha deceased 

as uufi for the prop*r psrformanoa of his work, being employed 
oontinusily for two nights and one day. Mr. Roberts, solicitor, ap- 
peared en behalf of the railway company. Sarah Aan Olark. widow 
of deceased, residing at 11, Dake's-terrace, said that last Taeaday 
week her husband went to work at six o'clock in the evening; he 
returned home at half-past five on Wednesday morning. At ten 
o'clock that morning he was fe'ched back to work Ha returned 
home a little after siz in the eveving. and went back again about 
seven. She never saw him again alive. He went to work will- 
ingly becsuse she hed been confined, and he wanted to earn a lew 
shillinge extra Ha received (lately) 228 pe: wask, and 24.104 a 
day for overtime. Till very recently he had only reosived £1 pec 
week. The ooroner, in summi g up. ssid the inquiry bad besn 
&^journed to ascertain as to whether the deceased hed been go over- 
worked as to be unable to take care of himeelf. Oortainly it turned 
out thet bo had worked a great number of hours, bat this was at 
hie owa option ; the responsibility and the consequences, therefore, 
rested upon himself. The jary retired to consider their verdict, aud 
after a lengthened absence returned the following :— “Toat the 
deorased me: with hie desth throagh improperly eootohiag a loaded 
track whilst upon æ tara-table Ths jary are of opinion tha: such 
death arose from the doceased’s incapacity to fulfil his duties from 
the ciroumstaros of his having bæn allowed by the railway con 
pany to work an excessive number of hours, and they hop» the 
company will, to prevent similar accidente, frame some rules to pre- 
vent men in future working « similar pu aber of hoars, whica, in 
their opinion, tends to endanger life." Tae coroner said he would 
insert the frst part of the above as s verdict, aud submit tho reat to 
the railway compsny as a resolution. Tae jary objec:ed to this, 
and said they wished the verdict inserted as they bed given it. 
After some discussion tha coroner acceded to the wish of the jury 
although the former consid: red the verdist Infornslly worded. : 

LORD AND LADY AMBERLEY.— The other evening au aident 
which might have proved very serious, occurred to Lord and Lady 
Amberley at Naileworth. As they were deso-ndiog & short bat 
steep pitoh, on their return to Rodborough Manor House after 8 
short drive, the horas his lordehip wav driving suddenly became 
restive, commenced kiokiag, and ran away.
